TERMS. 
One eopr, per annum, in advance $4 00 
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$y~Xe adhere to the opinion tl.at some 
moverajnt shoullbe instituted at the earliest 
possible moment to arrest the progress of se- 
cession. The government is now rapidly ap- 
proaching its disni3inbernmnt, and there is 
good cause to apprehend that unless something 
is done to bring about a conference of the 
Southern States, other than what may be 
proposed in the report of a Congressional 
committee, several of those States will soon 
have assumed an attitude from which they 
will not retreat. If there be a basis of the 
adjustment of our difficulties within the Union 
nothing should bo left undone for its develop- 
ment. I' there be in the South an attach- 
ment to the Union fairly maintained, South- 
ern sentiments cannot otherwise be concentra- 
ted or made known than by a conference of 
the States in som ) form. As an initiatory step 
towards such a conference, we understand our 
own Executive proposes to submit a scries of 
propositions to the Governors of all the South- 
ern States, asking their counsel and co-opera- 
tion in bringing about a settlement upon them 
as a basis. If these propositions be approved 
they can be submitted to the assembling Leg- 
islatures and conventions, and a Southern j 
Convention called to pass upon them. But all j 
this would boa subject of future discussion. ] 
The present good to be accomplished would 
be to arrest the secession movement and test ' 
tho question as to whether the Union can lie j 
preserved upon any fair and honorable terms. 
The amendments to the Constitution hero \ 
suggested would certainly be a final and per- 
manent settlement, would forever remove the 
nigger question from political struggles and 
leave no right growing out of slavery to be 
adjusted. We append an outline of what 
we understand to be the plan, thmgli of 
course it is as yet in a crudo form suscepti- 
ble of modification.

Report of the Secrelf ry of War. 

The Secretary of War commences his an- 
nual report by remarking that the strength ol 
the army remains the same as usual — alx ul 
16,000 men — and then alludes to the s.-rvites 
it has performed against the Indians. 

"The department of Texas has been restore 
t> tranquility, and relieved from all apprehension 
of invasion or molestation by the armed an 
mirauding band* on the Mexican frontier. I 
his been found necessary to occupy with a suf6 
eient. lon e, the commanding posts on and nea 
the Rio Grande; so we have that frontier we 
protected from Fort Fillmore to Foit Brown 
The e important movements have not been mad, 
without much toil and fatigue. 

"Iu New Mexico theoutr.iges and depredation* 
of the Indian* have been very daring and nunier 
ous, and nearly the whole Territory may be said 
to have been infested with them throughout the 
season. To make an effective campaign again* 
these Indians, and to chastise them in an exem- 
plary manner i it becknae Dece na ry totakea large 

part of the troops stationed in Utah southwaro 
to New Mexico. This march w is performed in a 
very creditable m inner and in good time. Tin 
troops, after accomplishing a march of six hun- 
dred miles through a trackless wilderness, were 
ready, after a short halt, to make ■ movement ol 
one hundred and fifty miles more, and prosecute 
a campaign against the numerous and powcrfu 
tribe nf the Navajoes." 

The Secretary recommends "to the notice ot 
Congress* the importance of res'orirgto the War 
Department the superintendence ami control ol 
the Indians. It is quite ini|>ussible to impress 
upon these savages the idea of obedience by nn\ 
other means than military power. They respect 
nothing but a strong military force, and its prox- 
ientijr to them is therefore essential. Without 
that mi of intimate knowledge of their teatpei 
mid disposition which UJthiug but command 
over them could give, it is impossible for this 
Depaitment tu know how and where to dispose 
Of the troops so as to secure quiet and peace on 
the I art of the numerous tribes scattered over 
our immense le'rilory." 

The military ro id, which enable soldiers to 
march from St. Louis to Oregon river is described 
as advantageous to the service. The report ol'
